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Eleven Die On 
Kentucky Roads 

Preliminary statistics show 
that 11 people died in nine 
separate crashes on Kentucky’s 
roadways from Tuesday, Sept. 3 
through Sunday, Sept. 8. 

Two double-fatality wrecks 
occurred: one in Oldham 
County and one in Wayne 
County. One of the Oldham 
County victims was not wearing 
a seat belt and the crash 
involved the suspected use of 
alcohol. 

Two single-fatality crashes 
occurred in Jefferson County. 
One of the victims was not 
wearing a seat belt and one of 
the crashes involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

One single-fatality accident 
occurred in each of the 
following counties: Bell, Floyd, 
Mason and Pulaski. The victims 
in Bell and Pulaski counties 
were not wearing seat belts. 

One single-fatality 

motorcycle crash occurred in 
Greenup County. 

Through Sept. 8, preliminary 
statistics indicate that 426 
people havelost their lives on 
Kentucky roadways during 
2013. This is 82 less than 
reported for this time period in 
2012. Of the 328 motor vehicle 
fatalities, 164 victims were not 
wearing seat belts. Thirty-nine 
of the 60 motorcycle fatalities 
were not wearing helmets. The 
six ATV fatalities were not 
wearing helmets. One bicycle 
rider has been killed. Thirty 
pedestrians have been killed. 
One fatality involving an animal 
drawn vehicle has been 
reported. A total of 94 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes 
involving the suspected use of 
alcohol. As of Sept. 8, Kentucky 
has had 62 days with zero 
highway fatalities reported 
during 2013.

County Talks Herbicides, Renorations

At their regularly scheduled monthly meeting Tuesday night in 
the Adair Courthouse Annex basement, the Adair County Fiscal 
Court engaged in continued discussion about two highly publicized 
topics. 

The more controversial of the two, the use of herbicides to rid 
county roadways of various weeds and brush, appeared to garner 
less public opposition at the meeting than the Court expected. 
While a segment of the community had expressed outrage at earlier 
inaccurate reports of the use of the product Round-Up, a glyphosate 
that kills essentially all vegetation it comes into contact with, the 
Court clarified that the product in question would actually be 
Crossbow, which allegedly attacks only weeds. 

The Court explained that they had examined the sprayer system 
used by Green County, which magistrates Sammy Baker and Joe 
Rogers say passed their evaluations. 


“They [Green County] have a really good program,” Baker said. 
“It does a good job, and only sprays where it should be.” 

“It’s mostly liquid,” Rogers added. “It doesn’t fog into the air or 
have much run-off at all.” 

The system utilized in Green County cost between $9,000- 
10,000, and spraying the 379 miles of roads in the county cost 
around $16,000. The sprayer itself is essentially loaded onto the 
back of a dump truck, and possesses a container that holds about 
1,300 gallons of spray. 

“We want to make it clear as a Court that we understand and 
appreciate these public concerns,” County Judge-Executive Ann 
Melton said. “It’s our responsibility to research these issues and 
make the decisions that are best for the county, and also our 
responsibility to ensure that the roadways are clear and safe for 
travel.”

City Discusses Buying 
Excavator, Gives Second 
Reading On Property Tax

The Columbia City Council and Mayor Mark Harris met Tuesday 
afternoon for a special called meeting to discuss the possible 
purchase of a mini excavator and give second reading on the 2013 
ad valorem tax. 

Ronald Cook, Gas Dept, supervisor, addressed the Council about 
the excavator. Cook had researched prices for both new and used 
equipment, and brought his information before the Council. 

“Our old backhoe is just falling apart,” Cook said, before 
explaining the Council’s buying options. He also said that the Gas 
Dept, had been doing a lot of work in-house, saving the City money 
that would normally go to contractors, but that if they continue to 
do as much as they can internally, they’ll need updated equipment. 

He said that a new excavator could be purchased from Whayne 
Supply Co., at no interest for 60 months, and that a used one will be 
sold at auction on Sept. 19. 

“It’ll bring about $18,000 used,” Cook predicted, but admitted he 
couldn’t be sure because of the unpredictable nature of auctions. 

Cook also explained that the used excavator being sold at auction 
is 30 horsepower, the perfect size for the Gas Dept. 

“That way they’re easy 
to handle,” Cook 
explained. “They’re so 
much easier than 
backhoes.” 

Councilor Robert 
Flowers said that he’d like 
to examine the Gas 
Dept.’s finances before a 
purchase is authorized, a 
sentiment that fellow 
Councilor Craig Dean 
agreed with. Flowers also 
hesitated to buy used, for the simple fact that maintenance costs are 
hard to gauge for used machines. 

“When you go to these auctions, you never know for sure what 
you’re getting,” Flowers said. 

Councilor June Parson reminded her fellow board members that 
the auction is on Sept. 19, so a decision needed to be made soon for 
that option to remain viable.

We all have a few memories that never seem to fade, no 
matter how many years pass. Whether it’s something personal 
that’s only important to a few individuals, such as the birth of a 
child, or an historic event that leaves its mark on an entire 
generation, such as the JFK assassination, there are some 
moments that we can all recall as vividly as if they had just 
occurred. 

As I type this editorial Wednesday morning, it’s been 12 
years since 9/11, right down to the hour. Along with the 
tornado that ripped through my neighborhood in 1997,9/11 is a 
day that I’ll always be able to recall in detail, no matter how 
much time passes. 

I was a freshman in high school in 2001.1 was still adjusting 
to the new school, but things were good. Sept. 10 was - up to 
that point at least - the best day I’d had all year. I scored my 
first ever varsity soccer goal that night, in overtime no less, and 
we beat Butler County 2-1.1 went to school that next morning 
with plenty of pep in my step, feeling good about everything. 

When we went to our first class that morning, we didn’t 
settle into our desks for our daily lesson like we usually did. 
After Mr. John Shelley - my algebra I teacher - took roll, our 
entire freshmen class was ushered into the cafeteria to hear 
speeches for class officers. At some point I delivered a speech 
that morning, because I was running for freshmen class vice 
president, but I don’t remember too much about what I said, or 
what anyone else said for that matter. 

What I do remember though, was returning to the classroom 
after we delivered speeches that morning. We had just sat back 
down at our desks when Mr. Shelley walked in. He looked 
upset, which was unusual because he was almost always in a 
good mood. 

He said, “Students, our nation is under attack. They’re flying 
airplanes into the World Trade Center.” 

I’ll never forget that moment, because at that time, I’d never 
seen teachers - the people I’d spent 15 years being conditioned 
to listen to and respect, so clueless as to what to say or do. No 
one knew what was going on. Should we go on with our work? 
Should we watch the events unfold on TV? I think Mr. Shelley 
collected our homework assignment that morning but we didn’t 
do any more work that class period. We all sat in confused 
silence, watching the news. 

We were watching when the towers collapsed. We were 
watching when the news came that the Pentagon had been hit. 
At this point, we had no idea who was responsible or when the 
madness would end. When all flights were grounded that day, I 
remember teachers saying they’d never seen anything like it. 
As a 15 year old, I was probably mature enough to understand 
what was going on, but I didn’t have any life experience to 
provide context for what I was seeing. To this day, it’s about as 
emotionally confused as I’d ever been, and I’m sure a lot of 
people my age or close to it feel the same way. 

The rest of the day was surreal. Some of my teachers cried. 
Some of the older students went home. We didn’t do any work 
in first, second, or third block; we just watched the news. Some 
students talked about what was going on, but most of us just 
watched and listened, trying to take it all in and make sense of 
what we’d seen. By the time fourth block biology rolled 
around, Sheila Willis decided it best to try to keep us busy, 
having us do some assignment while the TV remained on, 
silently showing the gruesome images as we pretended to do 
our work. 

We had no idea then that what we’d witnessed would signal 
the start of a decade-long war. We didn’t even know how many 
people had died. Initial estimates that day said that more than 
50,000 might be dead. We were told that there had never been a 
more deadly attack on U.S. soil. 

Soccer practice was cancelled that day, but we had a team 
meeting that afternoon. Our coach - a normally happy-go- 
lucky Englishman with a penchant for only communicating 
with jokes - solemnly told us that our game for Sept. 13 had 
been canceled. He also said that he didn’t expect there to be 
much left of Afghanistan by the end of the week. More 
educated folks probably already knew, but that was the first 
time I’d heard an adult say what country or individuals were 
responsible. 

That afternoon at our soccer meeting was the first moment of 
the day I’d experienced any anger. I had walked around all day 
in a confused haze, almost like a dream. When our coach 
mentioned Afghanistan though, a thousand thoughts rushed 
into my head. I began thinking about all the people that had 
died. It wasn’t just something I had seen on TV -1 saw people 
die on TV all the time. These were real people, with families 
just like mine. They were just going about their business at 
work, just as I am now, taking their safety for granted, just as I 
am now, and then all of a sudden, they’re gone. I became 
enraged, but I couldn’t think of anything I could do. I honestly 
cannot remember much else about my first semester of high 
school. I can’t remember any school assignments, any other 
ball games, or any trouble my friends and I undoubtedly got 
into. All I can remember is that one day. 

Twelve years later, America has mostly recovered, in the 
sense that people have gotten on with their lives the best they 
can, but things have changed - for better and worse. Airline 
flight has never been the same. People who had always been 
tolerant of other religions began to look at Muslims with a 
suspicious eye. “Foreign” looking people were ostracized. 

The aftermath of 9/11 is still playing out, a dozen years later, 
and it could be another decade or more before the full impact 
of that tragic day can be properly assessed. The memory will 
not fade though.

He was bom and 
reared in Adair County near where the town of Glenville is 
located. 

-January 

Williams’ Academy, an elegant school building, near 
Montpelier, this county, was consumed by fire last Friday 
[February 22], at noon. A fine school, taught by Miss 
Fannie Smythe, was in progress, the scholars being at 
dinner when the alarm was sounded. 

-February 

Mrs. Mary Coffey Keltner, bom in Green County 14 
December 1815, died 15 February 1901. She married John 
Keltner who was bom in Wythe county, Virginia, and at 
the time of his death was only a few days shy of 96 years. 
Mrs. Keltner was the mother of 11 children, five of whom 
died when they were small. She is survived by 48 
grandchildren, 147 great-grandchildren and 12 great-great 
grandchildren. She was residing with her son, C.L.

AG Conway Applauds FDA For 
Adding Warnings To Opiod 
Painkillers About The Dangers 
Of Use During Pregnancy 

FDA Takes Action After Request from AG Conway 

Attorney General Conway today applauded the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) for adding a warning to long-acting or 
extended release opioid analgesics about the dangers of using these 
prescriptions during pregnancy. 

The FDA made the change after being contacted by Attorney 
General Conway and 42 of his colleagues. General Conway co¬ 
chairs the National Association of Attorneys General Substance 
Abuse Committee. 

“I applaud the FDA for making this change that will better alert 
physicians and patients about the dangerous consequences of using 
these powerful prescription painkillers during pregnancy,” General 
Conway said. “The warning labels on long-acting and extended 
release opioid analgesics are a good first step, and I hope similar 
labels will one day be included on all opioid prescriptions.” 

General Conway and his colleagues contacted the FDA after 
states across the country reported seeing an increase in the number 
of babies bom addicted to prescription drugs. In Kentucky alone, 
instances of Neonatal Abstinence Syndrome (NAS) have risen 
2,500 percent over the past decade - from 29 incidents in 2001 to 
730 in 2011. It is estimated that in 2009 there were 13,539 
newborns nationwide bom with NAS. 

Now, as part of new safety measures announced by the FDA, the 
boxed warning labels will warn expectant mothers that “the use of 
the products during pregnancy can result in neonatal opioid 
withdrawal syndrome (NOWS.)” It warns the condition may be 
life-threatening to the baby and require management according to 
the protocols developed by neonatology experts. NOWS, also 
known as NAS, can occur in a newborn exposed to opioid drugs 
while in the mother’s womb. Symptoms may include poor feeding, 
rapid breathing, trembling, and excessive or high-pitched crying. 

“Babies who are bom dependent on powerful painkillers can face 
a lifetime of challenges, both physically and mentally,” General 
Conway said. “These are the youngest victims of an epidemic that 
is shattering families across Kentucky and the country. I appreciate 
the FDA joining us in our efforts to educate patients about the 
dangers of these drugs so we can work to reverse this alarming 
trend.” 

In addition to the human toll, the financial cost associated with 
treating newborns addicted to opioids is staggering. In a 2012 
Journal of American Medical Association article, a group of 
physicians determined that treating a single newborn addicted to 
opioids in 2009 cost approximately $53,000. That same year, 
nationwide, the healthcare costs associated with infants bom 
addicted to prescription painkillers was an estimated $720 million, 
and Medicaid paid for the majority of those treatment costs. 

In Kentucky in 2011, the estimated cost of treating newborns 
bom addicted to opioid painkillers totaled nearly $40 million, most 
of which would be Medicaid costs, or costs hospitals would have to 
incur without reimbursement.

Flowers then proposed that a 
special called meeting be held in 
one week, next Tuesday 
afternoon, to address the issue 
further. In the meantime, 
councilors and Mayor Harris 
will look over the budget to 
assess whether or not the 
purchase is realistic. No action 
was taken on the matter 
Tuesday. 

“I would feel better about 
[waiting],” Flowers said. “I’d 
feel like we were making a more 
sound decision.” 

The Council also gave second 
reading to the ad valorem tax, 
which was approved earlier this 
month when first reading was 
given. The tax is $0.2625 per 
$100 of assessed property. 

“This rate is not changing,” 
Mayor Harris explained. “We 
want people to know this is the 
property tax we have every year 
- it’s not a new tax.” 

Taxpayers can receive a two- 
percent discount if they pay 
property taxes before Nov. 1, 
2013. A 10-percent penalty will 
be applied to those that pay their 
taxes after Jan. 3, 2014. 

Councilors Linda Waggener 
and Dr. Ronald Rogers were not 
present for the meeting.

Improvements in Cattle 
Handling Facilities 

Since the beginning of phase 1 cost-share programs funded 
through the tobacco master settlement agreement, cattle 
handling facilities have been built widespread across the county. 
Facilities have enabled farmers to increase their bottom line by 
providing improved animal care and have prevented multiple 
injuries related to cattle handling for both cattle and farmers. 

In a recent conversation with a farmer who had worked his 
calved multiple times in recent weeks following a pre¬ 
conditioning program, he noted that his calves were getting 
weary of the facilities. (In other words, the calves did not flow 
through the facility as easy as the first time.) In the most recent 
working, a calf decided to tear a gate down. I noted that the 
fashion in which the gate was attached was not the issue but 
why did the calf attempt to knock the gate out in the first place. 
This farmer was very wise and noted that if the gate had been 
constructed as a solid panel so the calf could not see through it, 
the calf wouldn’t have bothered. One way to remedy the 
problem would be to screw a thin piece of sheet metal to the 
gate to prevent the calves from seeing through the other side. By 
nature, cattle look for an escape route. When the only escape 
route in their vision is the slight opening of the head gate; it will 
be their destination. 

This story is a good example of how we can evaluate cattle 
handling facility designs, identify existing flaws, and correct 
them. In a well-designed handling facility, a group of calves 
should be able to be moved through the facility multiple times 
as easily as the first time they moved through the facility. 

Another common pitfall in some facilities is calves turning 
around in the alley. The proper width of an alley for mature 
cows weighing 1200 lbs. or over is 28 inches. On the other 
hand, the proper width of an alley for a 600 lb. calf is 22 inches. 
How can we design a facility that works well for both cows and 
calves? One trick is to taper the sides so that the bottom of the 
alley is 16 inches. Cows still have enough room at their feet to 
walk while allowing 28 inches for upper body to move forward 
through the facility. At the same time, narrowing the width of 
the lower portion of the alley prevents calves from turning 
around. Blueprints for this modification and other handling 
facility designs are available in a UK publication titled AEN 82: 
Cattle Handling Facilities: Planning, Components, and Layouts. 
This publication may be found online or picked up at the Adair 
County Extension Office. 

Are the facilities always to blame for cattle handling 
problems? Of course not, animals with poor dispositions can 
also cause major problems. If your handling facility is well 
designed at problems still arise, look at some ways to improve 
the disposition of your cattle. Cull brood cows and bulls that 
exhibit disposition issues-bad tempers will be inherited. Many 
purebred associations now have docility EPD’s which can help 
farmers make genetic selections for docility when making bull 
purchases. The docility EPD is a genetic prediction of the 
temperament of the bull’s calves, not necessarily the bull itself. 

Last, don’t forget that our actions while handling cattle also 
play an important role in animal behavior. Understanding the 
animal’s flight zone and using it wisely will help keep the 
animal calm and moving through the facility as desired. Once 
excited, cattle will generally take a half hour to calm back down. 
Not only is productivity lost when cattle become excited, but 
accidents are likely to occur.

Lindsey Wilson Theatre Program 
To Produce 10 Plays In 2013-14 


The Lindsey Wilson College Theatre Program will be part of 10 
productions in 2013-14.

Brock said. 

This year’s season includes another first for LWC theater — a play 
written by an LWC student. Angels My Father Sent was written for a 
play writing class last school year by student Erika Finley of 
Hopkinsville, Ky. It will debut in April. 

The play, which will be entered in the Kennedy Center American 
College Theater Festival, is about a 17-year-old girl who searches for 
hope in Bergen-Belsen concentration camp. 

“The writing was not only very impressive, but I liked the issues 
Erika addressed in the the play,” Brock said. “She addresses some very 
difficult issues, and she does it without pulling punches. It’s a very 
good play.”

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Indians Shutout Breckenridge 42-0 


After a dominating win to open the 2013 season last week in 
Caverna, the Indians returned to Adair County last Friday night, 
hosting Breckenridge County in the home opener. The home 
crowd was not disappointed, as the Indians blasted Breckenridge, 
holding them scoreless while their own balanced attack totaled 
six touchdowns for a 42-0 drubbing. 


“I think we played better this week than we did last week,” 
Assistant Coach Robert Meacham said. “Our special teams were 
cleaned up tremendously, and we did a much better job of 
minimizing our penalties than in week one.” 

The one-sided affair was evident from the beginning, as the 
Indians recovered a Breckenridge fumble on the second play 
from scrimmage at the 13-yard line . A Jake Hixson QB keeper 
from the shotgun gained nine yards, and then Arron Bernard 
capped off the quick-strike scoring drive after a Power-I 
formation handoff up the middle. Brandon Burton tacked on the 
extra point to make it 7-0 Adair with over 10 minutes remaining 
in the first quarter. 

The Tribe stuffed the Breckenridge splitback shotgun 
formation running game on the next drive, forcing a three-and- 
out before taking over at their own 45. On offense, Hixson rolled 
out left and hit wide receiver Austin Roy for a first down on third 
and 10 to keep the drive alive, and then blasted three straight 
keepers through the Breckenridge defense for a score on the 
ground. The Burton PAT went wide right, and the Indians led 13- 
0 with 4:35 left in the first quarter. 

The teams would trade punts for the remainder of the first, and 
the Indians took over again near midfield early in the second 
quarter. They would not remain at midfield for long, however, as 
the first play from the 49-yard line was an off-tackle handoff to 
junior running back Daquan Smith, who demonstrated an 
impressive combination of speed, strength and agility as he beat 
the entire Breckenridge defense down the sideline behind some 
excellent blocking for the score. Burton’s kick was good, and the 
Indians led 20-0 with nearly 11 minutes remaining in the half. 

The Indians’ 4-4 defense again squashed the QB sweep-heavy 
Breckenridge offense, as Dakota Price and Josh Brown blasted 
their way along the line of scrimmage to bring down the ball 
carrier and force yet another punt. 

Adair would find the endzone on another quick-hitter

following the punt. Hixson stood and tossed to senior Drake 
Bishop in the flat, who then powered his way to the sideline and 
out raced the defense for a 45-yard TD reception. Another Burton 
extra point made it 27-0 with 9:22 left in the second quarter. 

Two scores in just over a minute effectively ended any hopes 
Breckenridge had, even with more than a full half remaining. 

Indian defender Alan Leischner 
jumped a route for an 
interception, and after a return 
of eight yards, the Tribe took 
over on the Breckenridge 24 
but were unable to capitalize on 
the takeaway. In fact, neither 
team mounted much of an 
attack for the remainder of the 
half, and the score remained 
27-0 at the intermission. 

The Indians would break the 
scoring drought on the opening 
possession of the second half. 
After a kickoff return to the 30, 
Adair displayed their offensive 
balance yet again. Handoffs to 
Jason Miller, Daquan Smith 
and Bernard, as well as keepers 
by Hixson in the read option 
were joined by a 32-yard 
completion to Gerard Smith on 
a crossing route and another 
completion to freshman Chance 
Melton on a curl route. A 
handoff to Bernard for a three 
yard score capped off the 70- 
yard drive that chewed away 
nearly five minutes of clock. 
Following the score, Melton, 
who serves as the backup QB 
and holder on field goals, stood 
and tossed a strike to a wide-open Ethan Brown in the endzone 
for the two point conversion and a 35-0 Adair lead. 

The remainder of the third would see both teams heavily utilize 
the run, with Adair seeming content to simply maintain solid field 
position and allow their defense to hold any Breckenridge attack. 
Early in the fourth, however, the Indians blasted the opposing QB 
on another sweep attempt, forcing a fumble.

The Tribe would recover at the edge of the redzone, and a 
handoff to Bernard, who evaded one tackier, escaped to the 
sideline and walked the tightrope for his third touchdown of the 
evening would make the Indian possession a quick one. One final 
extra point from Burton was good, and the Tribe maintained the 
now 42-0 lead for the remaining 10 minutes of the contest. 

The Indians totaled 232 yards rushing on the night, with 
Hixson’s 96 on 11 carries leading the way. Bernard added 10 
carries for 61 yards to go along with his three touchdowns, and 
Daquan Smith also tallied 60 yards on just three carries. Jason 
Miller and freshman Lonnie Grant each had two carries, gaining 
four and six yards, respectively, and Dylan Conn rounded out the 
balanced rushing attack with one carry for five yards. 

Through the air, Hixson connected on five of his 14 pass 
attempts for 119 yards and one score. Drake Bishop’s 45-yard TD 
catch was his lone reception on the night, Gerard Smith gained 30 
on his only catch and Austin Roy totaled 16 yards on his only 
reception, while Chance Melton grabbed two passes for 28 
receiving yards. 

On defense, the Indians allowed just over 100 yards of offense 
while forcing five turnovers. Dakota Price led the defense with 
15 tackles, while Josh Brown and Carlos Mendoza tallied 10 
apiece. 

“I was really excited to see how our defense continues to attack 
the ball carrier,” Head Coach Travis Gay said following the win. 
“Our staff has done a fantastic job with in-depth scouting and 
film review to put our guys in a position to make the right plays.” 

The Tribe is at home again this week, hosting Metcalfe County. 
Kickoff is at 7pm.

The University of Kentucky Alumni Game was Monday night in 
Rupp Arena. The Cats have done this type of thing before, but the 
billing for last night’s contest was to pit Cal’s first team, the 2010 
John Wall-led squad against the 2012 National Title team. Of 
course, NBA contract regulations, off-season surgeries and other 
assorted reasons prevented it from being a complete mirror image 
of those team rosters, but many of the important names and faces 
were in the building. In fact, Demarcus Cousins (who could not 
play due to a contract clause forbidding exhibition type events) 
even coached, and spoke to the fans at midcourt before the game 
with Eric Bledsoe standing beside him, apologizing for their 
inability to compete in the game. 

From those I have talked to who were fortunate enough to attend, 
the night was a good one, and guys like John Wall (who scored 40 
points to cap off his triple double) and Michael Kidd-Gilchrist (who 
played like the future of the planet depended on the game) provided 
Big Blue Nation with a reminder of why they’ll always hold a 
special place in Kentucky lore. 

And that’s what I’m getting at. Those guys will always hold a 
special place in not only Kentucky lore, but in the hearts of anyone 
who saw them wear a UK jersey. When Coach Cal was first hired, 
there was chatter among the fanbase, as well as other fanbases who 
apparently care how we think and feel, that the “one-and-done” 
player Cal would embrace here was a slap in the face of our proud 
tradition, that we were selling our souls to mercenary players, and 
that these young men were using our storied program as a six- 
month stepping stone to the NBA, with no attachment to the name 
on the front of the jersey, the school, the fans, or the program. 

There were nine early-entrants into the NBA draft involved in 
last night’s exhibition that were coached by John Calipari. As 
mentioned, even guys who could not participate made the trip to 
Lexington to be part of the festivities. Seven of those nine were 
one-and-done. 

Guys like Patterson, Liggins, Wall, Cousins, Bledsoe would have 
all exhausted their eligibility by now if they had remained in 
school—yet there they were, in the arena they apparently never 
considered home, playing for free for the fans they were never 
supposed to care about. 

The game Monday night raised over $1 million for charity, which 
served as yet another charitable event created and managed by the 
selfish, heartless slimeball known as John Calipari. 

The entire spectacle is essentially something that could only 
happen with one program in the country. Aside from the fact that 
24,000 people for an exhibition game is a madness only Kentucky 
fans are crazy enough to indulge in, and the reality that an alumni 
game of NBA players from many other schools would be nothing 
more than a public game of one-on-one, the overall participation 
from former players is unrivaled.

If I could have been certified and given a teaching job at 
the best high school in America after my freshman year, that would 
have been my only year on campus. Truth be told, I don’t know 
anyone that would honestly handle such a situation any differently. 

Then again, I don’t necessarily blame anyone for holding a 
hypocritical stance regarding college athletics. After all, our idea of 
what a student-athlete should be is conditioned by the NCAA. It 
isn’t their fault.

Ah, fantasy football. You probably made every correct call, did all 
the research you could, marched right into week one with a team you 
loved, and then hit the Peyton Manning buzz saw. The first week of 
the season is always the most volatile (until the playoffs) for fantasy 
purposes, as we find out which offseason moves worked, which new 
schemes are clicking, and which players are going to be the next to 
launch themselves to stardom. Week two is still a little early to know 
exactly what to expect, but I’m here to help. 

Here’s who you should start: 

DeSean Jackson, WR, Philadelphia Eagles-Apparently Chip 
Kelly’s up-tempo offense works in the NFL. The Eagles offense 
looked like they were in mid-season form against the Redskins on 
Monday Night Football, and the primary beneficiary of that in the 
passing game was DeSean Jackson. 

As a guy who has always been boom-or-bust, relying on long 
plays and touchdowns for his fantasy output, Jackson is a guy I’ve 
often avoided. This new up-tempo scheme, however, has the Eagles 
running more plays, which means more opportunities, and focusing 
more on the quick hitting pass attack than Andy Reid’s vertical 
passing game. Jackson posted 7 catches for 104 yards and a score in 
week one, and the awful Chargers secondary isn’t going to slow him 
down this week. 

Julius Thomas, TE, Denver Broncos-This probably goes 
without saying if you watched the Denver onslaught in week one. If 
you’re the owner fortunate enough to grab Thomas off waivers in 
your league, he immediately becomes a must-start until further 
notice. Peyton Manning has always loved throwing to his TE, but 
the Cyborg has never had one this physically gifted to target. 

Thomas has a long way to go in learning to block, but in this 
ridiculous Denver passing attack, he is going to be open in the seam 
and in the redzone all game long. If Dallas Clark could be a Pro 
Bowler with Manning tossing the pigskin, Thomas’ upside is scary. 

DeAngelo Williams, RB, Carolina Panthers-As I’ve said 
before, telling you to startAdrian Peterson isn’t a helpful tip, so the 
RBs I suggest here each week are going to be more under-the-radar 
types that admittedly come with some risk. 

Williams is no different. The Panthers faced the incredible Seattle 
defense last week and found their entire offense stifled. Williams, 
however, was able to manage nearly 80 yards. While that is a pretty 
paltry total in most cases, it’s impressive against the Seahawks and 
gives me optimism about his future output. 

The problem with Williams has long been Carolina’s running back 
by committee approach with he and Jonathan Stewart, but with 
Stewart on the PUP list (and out until at least week 7), the Carolina 
running attack filters through Williams. This week he squares off 
against a Buffalo Bills squad that allowed over 100 yards rushing on 
roughly a dozen carries to Patriots’RB Shane Vereen. The presence 
of Cam Newton means any goalline carries (and therefore TDs) 
could be vultured, but Williams remains a reliable option as a RB2 
or flex start this week.

Anquan Boldin, WR, San Francisco 49ers-I know, he went off 
in week one. 13 catches, over 200 yards, he was a beast. But that 
was against the Packers, who, for all their hype, are porous on 
defense. Boldin is a physical receiver who runs good routes and 
catches everything in his area, but the bulk of his production came 
on yards after the catch against Green Bay, where he simply exposed 
their awful scheme and lack of physicality.

He may still be a worthwhile option in PPR leagues, where 
rookie E.J Manuel seems to check down often as he learns the ropes 
of the NFL, but in traditional leagues, I think Spiller has to sit this 
week. That hurts to say, because I was the conductor of his hype 
train all offseason, but it’s the right play. 

Eddie Lacy, RB, Green Bay Packers-While Lacy’s fantasy stock 
has steadily risen as of late when it became clear he would be the 
primary back in the Packers’ high octane offense, the Green Bay 
commitment to actually running the ball is still absent. Granted, they 
faced the stout 49ers defense in week one, but the team still appears 
content to allow Aaron Rodgers to carry the bulk of the offense. 

Obviously, no one can blame them for that, but until some more 
balance is demonstrated, Lacy is a risky flex start. Their opponent 
this week, the Washington Redskins, did allow Eagles RB LeSean 
McCoy 184 yards rushing last night, but I attribute that more to 
McCoy’s talent and the explosive Philadelphia offense. I think this 
week’s matchup will be a shootout, and with the Packer D unable to 
slow down the ‘Skins, I think we see more of Rodgers chucking it 
all over the yard.

“That’s the big issue here,” 
Baker agreed, referring to the 
safety concerns of having weeds 
and other growth extending into 
the roadways. 

Although no one from the 
community attended the meeting 
to protest or voice concerns, the 
Court had prepared research and 
statements from county 
extension agent Nick Roy to 
help answer any questions as 
needed. Despite a lack of 
attendance to hear the details, as 
of Wednesday morning, much of 
the public discord remains in 
both casual conversation and 
Internet chatter, despite a 
seemingly less harmful product. 

The Court agreed that, since 
March is considered spraying 
season and any spraying done 
now would essentially be a 
waste of money, they would 
table the issue for a few months 
and revisit the discussion closer 
to March. 

The other big discussion from 
the meeting focused on the 
continued examination of 
performance contracting to 
upgrade the effectiveness and 
efficiency of county buildings. 

Again in attendance were 
representatives from the 
Cincinnati-based Perfection 
Group, which has spent months 
evaluating county buildings and 
finding areas in which the 
structures could be improved. As 
has been discussed, the jail 
would be the primary focus of 
such a move, and improving its 
cooling, heating, and water 
usage are concerns that must be 
addressed with or without an 
agreement with Perfection. 

Representative for the group, 
Matt Callahan, reminded the 
Court that their savings number 
of $23,000 per year was still 
guaranteed, and that the 
company will write a check to 
make up for the difference if 
savings fall short of that mark, 
but explaining that such a move 
had never been necessary. 

Callahan continued, 

highlighting that the savings 
would come in three 
components: energy savings, 
operational and maintenance 
savings, and capital avoidance 
savings.

Announced the receiving of 
$180,000 in discretionary 
money. Melton thanked 
those responsible for the 
extra monies, stating that 
the Court appreciates 
everything they get. 
Approved a jail fee 
schedule adjustment that 
would increase jail revenue. 
Approved various reports 
from treasurer, jail, sheriff, 
etc. 

Discussed looking into a 
water pump that would 
alleviate the septic tank and 
continued sewage problem 
at the animal shelter.

AN ORDINANCE 
PROVIDING FOR THE 
LEVYING AND 
COLLECTION OF AN 
AD VALOREM TAX FOR 
THE CITY OF 
COLUMBIA, KENTUCKY 
FOR THE YEAR OF 2013 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF COLUMBIA, KENTUCKY: 

SECTION I: An ad valorem tax 
of $.2625 on each $100.00 worth 
of property is hereby levied on all 
lands, improvements and personal 
property, tangible and intangible, 
held or owned by any person, 
firm, company, corporation or 
association in his, her, theirs, or 
its name, or as fiduciary or agent 
and subject to taxation under the 
laws of the State of Kentucky, 
including all property and 
franchises heretofore and 
hereinafter assessed by the Adair 
County Property Valuation 
Administrator, State Tax 
Commission and the State Board 
of Valuation and Assessment. 

SECTION II: All such taxes 
above shall be paid to the City

DAR has served America for 
123 years as its foremostcheer- 
leader. In 1928 the Daughters 
began work on a building as a 
memorial to the Constitution. 
John Russell Pope, architect of 
the Jefferson Memorial, was 
commissioned to design the per¬ 
forming arts center, known as 
DAR Constitution Hall.
